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FOUNDERS’ DAY 

Most days in our college calendar are dedicated either to the forward look or 
to student projects actually in hand. The activities of matriculation and regis¬ 
tration, the solemnities of degree day and alumnae counciling look frankly ahead 
toward work to be done, honors to be achieved, and college development to be 
carried on. The activities of Forum and French Club, of Pem and Studio Club, 
of drama and other student associations are busy with a momentary project or 
problem which will develop a debate, produce a play, organize a picturesque 
gymkana, or otherwise objectify student work and play. 

On Founders’ Day, however, every college assumes its right to look back. It 
recreates for the youngest freshman the life of an older day, which has made 
possible the life of today. It gives unity to the life of generations of students 
and continuity to institutional purpose and progress. 

Sometimes, a character, teacher, administrator, benefactor, is revived in a 
lecture of biographic import, and noble men and women whose work has long 
been done seem to walk once more along the campus paths. Sometimes, in an 
address of educational or philosophic content a narrative that reaches beyond 
our campus boundaries, is made of the rise of colleges and universities from 
Atlantic to Pacific, and Mills is seen in its relationship to American ideals of 
higher education. Sometimes, a discussion of national educational inheritance 
has shown us the generations in which Emmanuel College, Cambridge, England 
gave life to Harvard College, Cambridge, Massachusetts, and finally Mount Hol¬ 
yoke College, Williams, and Oberlin become the direct ancestors of Mills College, 
California. 

Not only in science and art, but in education at its noblest, "through the ages, 
one enduring purpose runs.” 

Colleges, however, are a product not only of the labor of personal founders, 
but of governmental environment. In October, 1931, celebrating again her 
charter day, Mills rounds out fourscore years of institutional life. The speaker 
will bring a message on California History. As a member of the Board of 
Directors and Chairman of the Publications Committee of the California His¬ 
torical Society, Mr. Carl I. Wheat is recognized as an authority in his own right 
on our state’s story, and as an indefatigable worker in the collection and publi¬ 
cation of historic data of importance. 

Founders’ Day lecture will be given on Friday, October 16, at one o’clock in 
Lisser Hall. Alumnae gathering in conference, Mills staff, and students unite in 
welcoming to the campus the representative of the California Historical Society.
